Theſe are good Reaſons, I:think ; I know not what Opinion the Rehearſer 
will have of em. But whatever it is, he is reſolved to keep it to himſelf, 
and at laſt finds an Expreſſion that happens to be in a Book called the 
Rights, & c. which gives our Champion occaſion to triumph; tho' let me 
tell him, tis like the French; before a Victory! Are all things then in that 
Book falſe ? Is nothing good in it? There are ſome things that are not, I'll 
readily grant; but good Mr. Rehearſer, do you think it a ſufficient Anſwer 
to ſay it is in the Rights ? I believe that Argument will ſcarcely paſs muſter, 
whatever you may think of it. Beſides, after all, according to your Cuſtom, 
you-miſrepreſent this Expreſſion too. The Rights, it ſeems, applies it to your 
Conſecrat ions, the Obſerwator to the Popiſb; ergo the Obſervator x a Diſciple of the 
Rights; and repeats bis Words. Now is this fair Dealing? Suppoſe I ſhould 
have repeated, as you call it, your Words in the 24 Paragraph, where you 
ſay, the Fury, Spite, and Madneſs of the Diſſenters, and had ſubſtituted [Hg h- 
Flyers inſtead of Diſſenters, you would have ſaid, and very juſtly, that 
J miſrepreſented you, as I ſay you do the Obſervator: For you 15 he repeats 
the Words of the Rights, and notia/ludes to them; and at the ſame time tell 
us too that the Rights ſpeak of your Church, and the Obſer vator of the Popiſh« 
But ſuppoſe the Obſervator had applied the Words of the Right to the ſame 
Purpoſe, to what End is all this? Why truly to- prejudice Men againſt the 
Obſervator. What! Does he cite Words out of the Rights ? Does he ſpeak 
his Language? We-ſee whoſe: Diſciple he is dort believe a Word he —4 
which is like giving a Dog an ill Name, and he'll be ſure to be hang d out 


of the way. But this way of arguing ſhows the Learning and Moderation of 


the High- Hyers. This is not Railing, _ giving d Names, but plain dint

of Argument. But in your own Words, bat are all theſe Outerys for ? We 
Body makes 
them but your ſelf, and I'll tell you, Learned Sir, what they are for; — they 
are for Arguments, which you want, and take up with this poor Refuge. 

But now we come to the Maſter- piece. The Man grows warm, as you know 
a High-Flyer's Moderation will ſometimes be a little ruffled; and here he lays 
about him with all the Fury and Madneſs pofſſible. Diſſenters, beware ye! for 
he'll give you no Quarter, no more than you his Friends the Papiſts. 

The Obſervator, ſay you, makes Out-crys. It is purely for Ceremonies uſed 
in the Church of Rome in their Conſecrations. And we have Ceremonies too; 
and ſo have the Diſſenters, but very ill- favour' d ones! Well! and don't you 
think that it is excuſable to make Owr-crys againſt ſuch Ceremonies as the 
Church of Rome make uſe of. Are thoſe Ceremonies agreeable to the Bible, 
which, as the Learned Chillingworth ſays, is the Religion of Proteſtants ?' Or whence 
have they introduced them into the Church. It would be a ſignal Piece of 
Service, to the Proteſtant World at leaſt, if you would write a Rationale of 
the Popiſh Ceremonies, and ſhow us how they came to be of ſuch Authority, 
that a Man has not leave to ſhow his diſlike of them, which you call ma- 
king Out-crys againſt them; for, Quod ſemper, & c. won't ſerve you in this 
Caſe, tho it is the beſt Feather in your Cap too; for they neither were al- 
ways, nor every where prattis'd, nor by all, And now tho the Out- cry is a- 
gainſt what you call Ceremonies ; how if I ſhould ſhow that it is more than 
a Ceremony that it is againſt? That I take to be a Ceremony, which may be uſed 
or let alone, and the thing neither better nor worſe, as you ſeem to ſay in 
the next Words; when you ask, Whether Ceremonies, more or leſs, decent or 
ugly, do invalidate the Sacraments * But the Papiſts do not look upon the Form 
they uſe as ſuch, as may be done, or let alone, but as ſuch as is neceſſary 
to the making it a Sacrament, or to the Conſecration of it. Therefore the 
Out-ery is not againſt Ceremonies only; tho if it was, inmy Opinion, it would 
have been very juſtifiable, becauſe, ſmce theſe Ceremonies have no Foundati- 
on in Holy Scripture, they muſt at leaſt come under the Notion of Will-worſbip, 


| which you know, or at leaſt may know from the Epif le: to the Coloſſians, 


how much it is condemned by St. Paul, tho the pretended Succeſſors of St. Perer 
are ſo very fond of it. Ay! and the Church of England have Ceremonies too: 
Very like ſo; and pray who denies it? But are they, good Mr. Rebearſer, 
bf the fame ridiculous Kind with thoſe of the Romiſh Church ! there is no- 


thing that I know of in the Conſecration of the Elements in the Church of Eng- 


land, that is udicroas, ill-fawour'd or indecent. And why then do you add 


+ this? To infinuate that he that cries out againſt the Ceremenies of Rome, muſt 


condemn them of England too! Is that your Deſign ? It that be not, I can't 
imagine what is; and if ir be, then Pm ſure you deal very uncharitably 
and unfairly to make ſuch an Infinuation. Becauſe, as I take it, a Man 


may ſometimes be for the Uſe of a thing, tho he is not for the Abuſe of it, 
5 — but the much Lear ned Rebearſer would argus at this rate; he that 


is 


a F * 
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is not for the Abuſe of a thing, is not for the Uſe of it. He that is not 
for the Romiſh Ceremonies, can't be for thoſe of England; excellent Lo- 
gick truly! And the World will be much beholden to you, for teach- 
ing them- this new Method of Reaſoning. But it ſeems there was 
no need for the Obſerwator, to make ſo great Outcrys purely for Ceremonies ; for 
the Diſſenters have Ceremonics too, but very ill favour d ones. Ill favour d 
ones indeed, when the Rebearſer has the Invention of em. For of all he 
ſays from this Place to the end of the Rehearſal, concerning the Diſ- 
ſenters, has ſcarce one Word of Truth in t. Hitherto the Diſſenters and 
their Ceremonies come off pretty well, they are only iH, d. This is 
not calling il Names, but giving Names to things as they are. And 
what would you have a Man do, but expreſs himſelf according to 
the Nature of things, and call „fa vour d things by their proper 
Names. But the Diſſenters are wonderfully oblig'd to him, that he gives 
**m no worſe a Title. And now comes a very ſtrange Queſtion ; But 
do Ceremonies, whether more or leſs, whether decent or ugly, invalidate the Sa- 
eraments? And this is hard to anſwer, conſidering from whom it comes. 
The Ceremonies uſed by the Romiſh Church in Conſecration ; for of them, 1 
think, he is ſpeaking, are, in your own Opinion, more than Ceremonies ; 
and therefore ought to come under another Conſideration. But that the 
Rebearſer, that ftrenuous Defender of Ceremonies, ſhould ask whether leſs as 
well as more do invalidate the Sacraments, is very odd; why, could you 
part with any Ceremony in the Conſecrat ion of the Elements, or do you think the 


Diſſenters in the right in making uſe of ſo few ? If you do, why do you make 


all this Outcry againſt them for it, as in the following Part of the Rehearſal 
you are pleas'd todo? And is then every Man at liberty to uſe what Cere- 
monies he pleaſes in the Conſecration, whether more or leſs, whether decent or 
ugly, becauſe poſſibly a great many may be added without iv dating the 
Sacrament, and ſome however let alone for the ſame Reaſon ? This I ſup- 
poſe will hardly be allow'd. But the Caſe is this, They that are for a Mul- 
titude of Ceremonies, have the Liberty to make what Outerys they pleaſe ; 
they that are not ſo mighty fond of em, muſt ſay ne*re a Word, for they 
don't invalidate the Sacrament, be they more or leſs, Why, what if a Multitude of 
Ceremonies, or 2 total. Abſence of all, did invalidate the Sacraments, A moſt 
difmal Conſequence would follow! Then there would be n Baptiſin in the 
| Church of Rome, nor,with theſe Men in the Church of England, nor Ordination. 

Hearken, I beſeech you, prefound Sir, to your Argument. If Ceremonies in 
the Conſecration of the Elements dont invalidate that Sacrament ; for ſo your Ar- 
gument ought to procede, then there is no need of Outerys againſt em. But 
you are pleas'd to add Sacraments, and to ſay, if they don'tinwalidate the Sacra- 
ments, when we had not one word of Baptiſm, nor any thing to do with it; 
it was enough for you, if you could maintain the Ceremonies in the Church of 
Rome at their Conſecrations, and prevent all needleſs Outerys againſt theſe poor 
harmleſs things, you needed not to have 8 with Bapti/m : But to make

the moſt of it, Baptiſin is brought in too, and if Ceremonies: did invalidate 
that, there would be no Baptiſm in the Church, of Rome, nor with. theſe Men in 
the Church of England. Yes, whatever there is in the Church of Rome, 
there would be in the Church of England: For ſhe declares in her Canons, 
which I deſire you would inform your ſelf in, that the Bapii/m is over be- 
fore the Ceremony of rhe Croſs, which is the only one in that Office is put up- 
on the Child. Pray give your ſelf the Trouble of looking into the 30% Ca- 
non, and you'll find hel Words, The Church of England, ſince the aboliſhing 
of Pepery (and of popiſh Ceremonies too, which it is not lawful now to cry out 
againſt) hath ever held and taught, and ſo doth hold and teach ſtull, that the Signof 
the Croſs uſed in Baptiſm, is ng part of the Subſtance of that Sacrament. For when the 
. Miniſter, dipping the Infant in Water, or laying Water on the Face on't (as the man- 
ner alſo is) hath pronounced theſe Words, I baptize thee in the Name oſ the Father, 
Son and holy Ghoſt, the Infant is fully and perfetily baptized. So that as the Sign 
of the Croſs being afterwards uſed, doth neither add any thing to the Virtue and Per- 
fection of Baptiſm ; nor being omitted, doth detratt any thing from the Effect and 
Subſtance of it. So that there is, Mr. Rehearſer, with your good Leave, Bap- 
tiſm in the Church of England, notwithſtanding the Ceremonies, and you ſee 
what her Senſe of thoſe Ceremonies that ſhe uſes in it is, That if they are uſed, 
they add nothing to the Perfection of it ; if they are omitted, there is nothing de- 
tracted from the Effect. And theſe are Ceremonies in a proper Senſe, but not 
ſuch as are thoſe in the Romiſh Conſecrations. But let's hear your Argument 
out, if more or Jeſs Ceremonies invalidate the Sacraments, then there is no ſuch 
thing as Ordination; what! have we found a 3d Sacrament, and where are the 
other four? They might have been added as well as this; and unleſs this comes 
in for one of the Sacraments, I can't fee how his Argument is form'd. IfCere- 
monies invalidate the Sacraments, then there is no Ordination ; would not any 
one take Ordination to be a Sacrament too: For if it is not ſo to be underſtood, 
the Conſequence is very hard to be made out, that if Ceremonies , invalidate 
the Sacraments, it deſtroys that which is not a Sacrament, and with which it 
has no Concern. But#f there be no Ordination in the Church of England (The 
Lord have Mercy on the Presbyterians) from whom then do they derive their Ordina- 
tion. They muſt ſay therefore that there is Ordination in the Church of Eng- 
land, or elſe they cut the Bough on which they ſtand, becauſe they could have 
none from her, and at the ſame Rate the Church of England muſt ſay there 
is Ordination in the Church of Rome; and ſo all her Cerempnies don't invalidate 
her Sacraments,and this amongſt the reſt, and therefore what need of this Out- 
cry about em; or why did our Reformers aboliſh-them, as we are told they 
did in the 39th Canon? Thus, ye Men of Senſe, ye may even go to Rome a- 
gain. Well, but Rehearſer, if Ceremonies are ſo very inconſiderable, why are 
you ſo outragious againſt the poor Diſſenters, for their ugly and ilI-favour'd 
Ceremenies, ſince they don't invalidate: the Sacraments. Tis hard that you'll 
give no body leave to make Owtcrys: but your ſelf. 3 
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Hitherto the Rehearſer has kept within ſome Bounds, but as to what fol- 


lows, he lays aſide Truth, Decency and Moderation, that he is ſo exceſſivel 
fond of before. And I cannot but wonder, that he ſhould be guilty of 
eat a Degree of Folly, as to aſſert what ſo many Thouſand in and about 
this City and Nation can confute him in. His Words are theſe, To avoid 
the Conjuration, they, that is the Diſſenters, have dropt the Conſecration. 8 
And this, Sir, I take the Liberty to tell you is a down-right Untruth; 
for there is not one diſſenting -Society about this City, that have any Sacra- 
ments at all, which I ſuppoſe you know the Quakers have not, that has 
dropt the Conſecration of the Bread and Wine in the Sacrament: And this is all 
the Anſwer that ſuch a notorious Piece of Falſehood does deſerve. Well! 
But the Rehearſer will provejit upon you, Ye Phanaticks, therefore he adds, 
for as Tm informed, be that als the Part of a Prieſt among them, & c. As Pim in- 
form d; this is all hear-fay then! I ſhould take it as a great Favour for the 
Sake of the Truth of the Intelligence, if the Rehearſer would tell me who 
this Informer is? But to deal a little ſoberly with you. | 
Would you think it fair in a Phanatick, to charge you on hear-ſay with 
Crimes of a black Nature, without enquiring further into the Truth of the 
Matter, than juſt to be able to ſay, I was told ſo? This is a mean Degree 
of Proof indeed, but this being the beſt you have, you produce no better, 
and no body will believe you on this Evidence, except your own Men of Senſe, 
who are fit to be ſent back to Popery, to ſwallow the Abſurdities of Tranſub- 
ſtantiation. And what is this that you are inforw'd of, and are pleaſed to tell 
the World upon hear-ſay ! If it be good, you may be allow'd charitably to 
report it. But if it be not, let me tell you, ſo great a Dealer in Divinity as 


you are, you offend againſt St. Paul's Rules for Charity, which he tells you 


thinks no Evil, but believeth and hopeth all things, viz. that are good of 
his Brother, not bad Reports, as you are even charitable enough to do. 
You are inform d, you ſay, that he that acts the Part of a Prieſt among them, does 
neither break nor bleſs the Bread. And I can't help putting you in mind that 
Play-houſe Language is not proper to be uſed in ſerious Matters: What ever 
Part the Romiſh Prieſt . when he turns a Wafer into Fleſh and Blood, I can't 
tell ; but this I'm ſure of, it is a very ſerious Part the diſſenting Prieſt (if you 
will have it ſo) acts, when he both breaks and bleſjes the Bread; which, in flat 
Oppoſition to your Informer, | aſſure you, I not only have been inform'd, but have 
all ſeen them do. But your Informer is miſerably out ſtill, when he goes 
on to tell you, That be gives it to no body but thoſe that ſit next him, and they 
hand the Loa ves and the Cup to one another, which he never touch'd nor laid his 
Hands upon, nor will he receive with them himſelf. 

According to. your own way of Reaſoning, in the Beginning of your 


Paper, one would be apt to think, that you were doing the Diſſenters Ser- 


vice, tho I dare ſay not on Deſign, for I'm ſure you over-charge em with a 
Witneſs. For J do affirm, that in many Places among the Diſſenters, the 


Miniſter does go about the whole Place, and diſtributes both Bread and 
2 2 Win:

Mine to the Communicants, and that he does himſelf receive witÞ them, as much 
as any Man can receive with another. But lets hear this true Hiſtory out! 
And while they are thus — and Drinking to one another, he makes an Ha- 
rangue to em even whatever be pleaſes, all extempore, for he's ty'd to no Form. 
Your Informer, Sir, is ſo falſe a Witneſs, he is not fit to be depended on, 
and he tells his Untruths ſo very groſsly, that I wonder a Man of your Pe- 
netration did not ſee your ſelf impos'd upon; he has deceived you all this while, 
and tis pity that ſo moderate and learned a Man ſhould be ſo horcidly abus'd 


as you are. For, believe me, the Diſſenters are mot ſo ceremonious as to drink to 


one another in the Sacrament; or if they did, would ſuch a Ceremony invalidate 


the Sacrament ? If not, why this Outcry againſt em? Nor does the Miniſter 


make an Harangue even whatever he pleaſes, all extempore. But this to unde- 
ceive you, for it is really pitty you ſhould any longer be impoſed upon, by 
your Informer, he does do. He diſcourſes to em concerning the Nature of 
the Sacrament, but it is not all extempore, no more than the Sermons of our 
Church, for it is conceived before- hand. And this I hope won't be impu- 
ted to them, as a Fault, ſince our Church requires the fame, as you may 


"fee in the Order for Adminiſtration of the Lord's Supper, or Holy Communion, 


where the Rubrick is thus; At the Time of Celebration of the Communion, the 
Communicants being conveniently placed for the receiving of it; the Prieſt ſhall ſay 
this Exhortation, Dearly beloved, 8&c. Now it among the Diſſenters, He, that, 


according to you, ads the Part of a Prieſt, does make an Exhortation to this 
Purpoſe, tho' he's ty'd to no Form, why ſhould you repreſent it ſo ridiculouſly, 


and fo falſely, as to call it Harangue, even what he pleaſes, and all extempore, 
and what not? I's true he is ty'd to no Form in doing it, but ſtill he does it not 
the leſs decently for that, becauſe he is guided by the Holy Scripture in what 
he does, and that he thinks to be Form enough for Religious Worſhip. And 


' whether he will uſe the Words of the Inſtitution- (this is my Body, &c.) or nat 


(ibo it is only by way of Diſcourſe) is left to his own Diſcretion. | |

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For the Diſſentert, at the Celebration of the Holy Communion, tho“ they are ty 
by no human Form, do look upon themſelves as much ty'd by divine Inſtitu- 
tion as any Men in the World can be, and I believe, to do them Juſtice, a& 
as bly to them, without any ugly or i/!-favour'd Ceremonies. They do 
conſtantly repeat the Words of the I»/tirution in St. Matthew, Ch. 26. and of 
St. Paul to the Corinthians, Ch. 1. 11, 23, &c. And the Miniſter does take the 
Bread and Cup one after another into his Hands, and tho indeed nor ty'd to a 
Form, yet he does pray over each of them, and conſecrate em to the End for 
which they were appointed. And then according to the Rubrick of our 
Church, the Miniſter himſelf firſt (in many Places) receives with them; but 


| 7 however receives with them, and delivers the Elements to the Peo- 
e. Wa | 
b This Account, which is undeniable Matter of Fact, is, I hope, a ſufficient 
Anſwer to the ſcandalous and falſe Charge of the Rehearſer, and ſhows the 
World that he has ated neither like a Man of Honour, nor a Chriſtian, in 
thus aſperſing em. 
Then for the Decency of the Matter, ſays be, they all clap down on their Tails 


(For they love Familiarity with God) On each ſide a long Table, Servants carry- 


ing behind Flaggons of Wine, to fill the Cups when they are out. I do not deny 


that the Diſſenters do ſit when they receive the Elements, for T have no need of 
the Rehearſer's Method of Falſehood, to take off the Edge of his Reflections: 


But this I do ſay, thata great many do ſtand, and ſome I have ſeen kneel, - 


every one is left to his Liberty. Tho, by the way, I am got convinc'd on 
any good Reaſon, that one Poſture is more acceptable to God than another ;

But again, Mr. Rehearſer, your Ex- 
preſſion is a little too jocoſe for a Man of your Age and Gravity, in ſo ſerious 
a matter, when Teſting is not convenient. They clap down on their Tails, for they 

love Familiarity with God. Whereas I believe they have as great a Reverence 
of the Divine Majeſty as any Men in the World can have, and do ſhow it 
as much in their Lives as thoſe that are fonder of Ceremonies do. They ſit 
down it ſeems on each fide of a long Table: Now to ſatisfy your ſelf of the 
Falſchood of that, put but your Head into a Meeting, when they are not 


at Worſhip ; For I would not defire ſuch a Hardſhip of you as to look in | 


when they are worſhipping, but at any other Time, and you'll ſee that there

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ous Exereiſe. And here we have another Inſtance of our Author's fair Dealing. 
J have 2 aſſured you it is a downright Lie to ſay they drin to one ano- 
ther ; but to drink to one another without any Ceremony, is a way of drinking of 
our Author's own Invention: For I think verily, if I drink to another, there 
is ſome Ceremony, whether decent or ugly I don't ſay: So that you have the 
| hap, good Sir, to contradict your ſelf, as it is not the firſt time by a great 
many that you have been caught doing. A Stranger would think that they were 
at ſome other than a Religious Exerciſe : When on my, certain Knowledge all 
things are manag'd with that Decency and Order, that there is no one, no 
not the Rehearſer himſelf, were he preſent, would ſo much as ſuſpe& they 
were at any thing but a Religious Exerciſe. Whereas I ſuppoſe ſuch is the 
admirable Order of the Romiſh Church, that one would immediately ima- 
gine, eſpecially if one was well acquainted with the Bible before-hand, that 
they were at a Religious Exerciſe, and in every thing agreeable to the In/titu- 
tions in that Book. This might give occaſion to the Rights to Blaſpheme this Holy 
Sacrament with the name of a Grace-cup, But now all this appears to be 
falſe. I hope it did not give him occaſion to do it. I'm ſure there is no ſuch 
Intimation of this in the Book it ſelf: But we'll allow the Rehar/er to be 
quicker-ſighted. than other Folks, and. to be able to ſee, or at leaſt to ima- 
gine he ſees things that are not, as welt a3 thoſe that are. Nis 
And thus the Rights could not but have done, had he ſeen that his Informer tells 
him, he had, and that-was the Anabaptiſts near White-Chappel, celebrating 
thu Sacrament in 7 wet Legs of Mutton with good Caper Sauce, and Wine with- 
out ſcarcity. Now, Sir, I having taken ſome pains to inform my ſelf of the 
Truth of this Story, ſhall relate it as I find it to have been, without any 
- lity at all. Becauſe I think to let it be as you have told it, does no more 
' . prejudice to the Diſſenters, nor ought to be imputed to them as their Pra- 
ctice, than it would be reaſonable ſo ſay, that the Church of England don't 
pira for the Queen, becauſe: you and I can tell of a Society or two about Town 
that uſe the Liturgy of the Church, and are conſtant Defenders of it, that do not 
pray for the Queen; I mean, Queen Anne, whom God long preſerve! But the 
Story is this. There are a Society of Anabaptiſts near u hite-Chappel, that 
F think they ought, like our Saviour and his Apoſtles, to celebrate a Supper or a 
I  Love-feaſt before they celebrate the Sacrament. Tou know ſo much of the 
Bible, as to know, that our Saviour eat the Paſſover with hu Diſciples, before 
he inſtituted the Sacrament, and of Antiquity, as that the Primitive Chriſtians 
had Love-feaſts, when they celebrated the Supper of our Lord: As you 
may read in St. Ignatius's Epiſt. to the Smyrneans: His Words are theſe, 
Ox Jer £54 X&eus RRETITHOTE £72 BATTICY dre 4Yanuw worer It is not lawful 
without the Biſhop be preſent, neither to baptize nor to celebrateithe Love- 
Feaſt, and I ſuppoſe the Sacrament always attended it.
